The conference report en the post­ 
office appropriation hill, 
including 
the ship subsidy clause, was rejected 
by the house today by a vote of 147 
to 1*5. 
The vote was so close that 
Speaker Cannon ordered a recapitula­ 
tion. 
The recapitulation showed tne fin 
ai vote stood 145 to 1*5 6. 
A fight 
then ensued on sending the bill back 
to the conlerence. 
Aa soon as the 
house met Murdock, of Kansas, op­ 
ened up against the report brought 
up by Overstreet on the ground that 
it increased the railway mail pay by 
providing for 
annual 
instead of 
quadrennial weighing of the mails. 
Stafford, of Wisconsin, opposed the 
bill because of the subsidy. 
Over­ 
street, in replying to Murdock, sug­ 
gested that the Kansan might 
be 
suffering from “ railroaditis.” He de­ 
fended the subsidy as sound repub­ 
lican doctrine. 
Overstreet 
moved 
that the bill be sent back to confer­ 
ence. 
Moon, of Tennessee, 
announced 
that the democrats were favored in 
this action and th** motion was pass­ 
ed without a roil call. 
The ship 
subsidy advocates declared it was 
the weighing proj>osition that defeat­ 
ed the report, and evidence of con­ 
tinuing the fight. 
That the subsidy as included 
in 
the conference report on postoffice 
appropriation hill would go through 
the house was the opinion of the 
house leaders, who had polled a ma. 
jority. 
Fordney, of .Michigan,

lead the revolt that ah/»ok tlfcc life 
out (of the proposed subsidy a year 
ago. said he had always favored the 
subsidy, but that last year he could 
not agree to the kind the house com­

The senate has already agreed to 
the conference report and the presi­ 
dent. it is said, has been exerting a 
sub-surface effort in favor of

subsidy. 
They’ll Salve Lilley 
Deliberation on the stirring report 
of the spacial committee on the sub­ 
marine scandal arraigning Represen­ 
tative Lilley, author of the charges, 
has led to a general understanding 
among republicans that no steps to­ 
ward expelling Lilley will bf taken 
at this session. 
The democrats are 
not so lenient, however, and minor­ 
ity Leader Williams is considering 
the Introduction of a resolution of 
I expulsion before 
adjournment. The 
prevailing opinion on the republican 
side is that no action will be taken 
until next December.

It will cost La Crosse shippers 
about $20,000 in a month to be de­ 
prived of the lake and rail freighC 
rate schedule. 
As a result of the combined repre­ 
sentations of the Winona 
and 
La 
Crosse boards of trade, the schedule 
by which these two cities were de­ 
prived of the rate, beginning June I* 
will be revised so as to restore the 
rate by the establishment of a new 
schedule to be published and in op­ 
eration July I. 
The western roads, which wrere 
thought to be responsible for the 
discrimination 
against La Crosse 
and Winona, made it at once plain, 
that the schedule complained of had 
omitted these cities by mistake. They 
recognized tne injustice of the ar­ 
rangement, and hastened to make th e 
correction and to assure the cities 
that no discrimination was intend­ 
ed. 
However, under the law, t h e 
rate cannot be put into effect again 
until the schedule has been changed 
and duly published, so for one m onth 
this year La Crosse will be deprived 
of the lake and rail rates. 
At a rate of $20,000 or more per 
month difference as a result of the 
loss of the advantageous rate, it wilt 
r e a d i l y be seen 
that a perm anent 
withdrawal of the rate would mean 
industrial death to La Crosse, aa 
the total would be a loss to the ship­ 
pers of the city of approximately 
$240,000 a year.

Brooklyn man. who died of rabies 
at his home. 7 4 Ocean avenue, on 
Wednesday. Dr. Ira von Giesen of the 
citv laboratory of research, who as­ 
sisted Coroner’s Physician Emil Hart- 
ung in the autopsy, reported concur­ 
rently with the coroner’s physician 
that Mr. Marsh had died of an un­ 
doubted case of rabies, and that the 
administration of opiates by the phy­ 
sician attending him played no part 
in the cause of death. 
Dr. Von Giesen in Danger. 
Dr 
von Giesen’s opinion was so 
sure that an incident of the autopsy 
led hint to take immediate measures 
of self-protection. 
While he was re­ 
moving a portion of the backbone of 
the dead man for the purpose of stu­ 
dying the condition of the spinal cord 
the physician s t i t c h e d his wrist with 
the edge of one of the vertebra. He 
told bs fellow 
physician that he 
w’ould take no chances and that to­ 
morrow he would begin the tw*enty- 
three days’ Pasteur treatment for the 
prevention of rabies in his own la- 
boratorv.

Senator Foraker's position is pe­ 
culiar.

Mr. Boynton indicated there is as 
yet no definite plan for any special 
construction work, but said the op­ 
tions were merely being secured so 
I that the building could go 
afield 
when needed. 
Jackson County's View. 
The views taken of 
these 
plans 
and operations, and their possibili­ 
ties, as viewed by the people of Jack­ 
son county, is indicated in the fol­ 
lowing article from 
the 
Jackson 
County Journal, published at Black 
River Falls: 
"The Hatfield dam and 
power 
plant are nearing 
completion, and 
now there is another big power pro­ 
ject on Black river which will 
be 
nearly as large, and perhaps of even 
more importance to Jackson county. 
‘‘Orlando Holway, who was 
the 
originator of the Hatfield 
project, 
and by whose efforts it was carried 
through, is the 
promoter 
of 
the 
new proposition and is now engaged 
{ in the 
preliminary 
work. 
The 
plan is to build another dam 
at 
Levis Island, on the site of the old 
I Levis Island dam. 
This was the site 
I selected by the La Crosse and Black 
I River Falls railroad company 
for 
its power plant,, when that road was 
| planned a few' years ago, and a char- 
| ter was obtained for a dam there at 
| that time. 
" It Is proposed to build a dam 
thirty feet high, and Mr. Holway has 
secured options on a large amount 
of land and flowage rights on other 
{ property near the site. 
" It is an excellent location for a 
dam and power plant. 
The river 
has a rock bottom there, and both 
banks are also of rock 
foundation. 
There is much more water 
in the 
river at that point than at Hatfield, 
Hall and Morrison creeks and sev- 
1 eral other small stream s coming in­ 
to the river between Levis 
Island 
I and Hatfield. 
The power 
house 
would be built at the dam, where it 
could easily be placed. 
"The site of the new dam Is about 
two miles above the 
city, immedi­ 
ately east of the big bridge on 
the 
cut-off. 
The building of a big pow­ 
er plant there will be of no lit ti a 
benefit to the city while under con­ 
struction, and would continue to be 
in the future. 
It would a also add to 
our numerous attractions as a sum. 
m er resort. 
"A new company will be organized 
to build the new power plant, and it 
! w ill be a separate and distinct prop­ 
osition from the Hatfield 
project. 
It is rumored th at the dam 
is the 
i forerunner of the long-wanted Black 
I River Valley railroad, 
and 
there 
j seems good grounds for this rumor. 
J The promoter is not publishing his 
I plans at this time, but w*e 
under- 
I stand from rather authentic sourc- 
j es th at the dam and railroad pro- 
| joe is are combined in 
the

tory to the officers of that organiza­ 
tion, who have no idea that the kind 
of revision they wan! will come from 
the policy that has been adopted. Rut 
they are disposed to put the hest pos­ 
sible face on things and to be glad 
of what they have secured. 
It is a curious fact that a big and 
powerful organization of manufactur­ 
ers should l»e taking the lead in the 
demand for radical revision, and that 
they should lie unable to get from 
congress so much as the vwant. Yet 
this is

situation. 
The 
tariff 
seems to have become more a politi­ 
cal fetish than an economic policy. 
The vert* people whose interests were 
supposed to be dependent on it only 
a few years ag, are now clamoring 
for revision: revision downward: ra­ 
dical, effective revision.

cians object to giving it to them, and 
it is insisted th at in this refusal the 
politicians are backed by certain few 
powerful protected trusts, and the 
body of the agricultural population.
